When the socletios I'rom New York and Philadel-
phin arrived at the depot iast night, a salute of
twenty-five guns was fired from Federal HUL anod
A handsome display of fireworks made at Broadway
and Baltimore strest. A procession was then formod,
and procoeded to Mopnument Square, where an ad-
droess of welcome was made by the Mayor,
